YOUNGEST ALLEN CAUGHT. 


Friel Taken at His Home—Tells of 
Shooting in Court. 


HILLSVILLE, Va., March 29.—Friel Al- 
len, a blue-eyed stripling of 17, youngest 
of the eight of the Allen gang, each in- 
dicted for the five murders in the Car- 
roll County Court House a fortnight ago, 
was taken late to-day in a carriage shed 
at the home of his father, _ Jasper 
(“ Jack") Allen, eight miles. from here. 

Only Sidna Allen, a man of middle age, 
and his young nephew Wesley Edwards, 
both mountaineers of reckless daring, are 
fugitives to-night. They are the last of 
the outlaw band whose fusillade killed a 
Judge, Sheriff, Prosecutor, juror, and by- 
stander on March 14. Friel Allen two 
Gays ago deserted the two men at large 
and brought back to-night their ultimatum 
of defiance. Both are prepared to resist 
until death. 

A. father’s anxiety to have his youngest 
s0n spared a terrible death in the moun- 
tains is assumed to be the cause of Friel 
Allen's capture. Jack Allen was not in- 
volved in the Court House shooting, but 
it is known that since his son Friel joined 
the: outlaws he has been endeavoring to 
advise him to submit to the mercy of the 
law. Just how the parent communicated 
with the boy has not been disclosed. 

“Uncle Sidna told me,” related the boy 
with unrestrained frankness, “that he 
never expected to see his family again, 
He hopes the detectives will get discour- 
aged so that he can get away, but if 
they. keep after him I think he will be 
shot trying to kill them. He will never 
surrender. He did not like it when I 
eft him. He told me I was making a 
mistake, but I was tired and hungry. 

“Uncle Sidna said he shot his pistol 
empty three times. He always was angry 
at Judge Massie. He said he shot Judes 
Massie and that Wesley shot Mr. Foster. 
Uncle Sidna said he intended to get as 
many of the court officers as he could. 
When he was shooting, he really didn’t 
know he was firing at any of the jury. 
He said he saw men running and thought 
they needed shooting at. 

“The day after Uncle Sidna and cousin 
Wesley and I went to the mountains 
Wesley had two pistols, and Uncle Sidna 
had a reyolver and a shotgun, We were 
on the ridge and were hidden under a 
ledge by leaves. From there we moved 
to another rock and saw the officers 
raid my aunt Alberta’s house. 

“Some of the detectives came within 
fifteen or twenty yards of us. I wanted 
to leave, but uncle Sidna said if the 
detectives came closer he would fire.

RIFLES SENT TO AMERICANS 


Rebels Again Defeat Gen. Aubert, 
in Four Hours’ Fight—Dis- 
order In the Capital.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—There were 
shipped yesterday from New York 1,000 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles and one million 
rounds of ammunition to go to Ambas- 
sador Wilson at the City of Mexico. The 
rifles came from Watervliet Arsenal and 
the ammunition from Frankford Arsenal, 
and the weapons and ammunition are to 
be distributed by the Ambassador to 
Americans in the city. 

To-night it became known that four 
weeks ago the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment of the army asked the’ Morgan line 
of gteamers how many vessels could be 
placed under contract in case of emer- 
gency to carry troups to some point in 
Texas or Mexico. The line has a fleet of 
28 vessels. It announced its readiness to 
place a certain number of its steamers at 
the’ service of the Government, and offi- 
cers of the Quartermaster’s Department 
have since inspected the vessels to ascer- 
tain their preparedness and fitness. 

In short, the Government is and has long 
been taking active measures to inter- 
vene in a decisive way the moment such 
intervention becomes necessary. 

Of course, the usual innocuous explana- 
tions are made. It will be remembered 
that when Gen. Carter's army was mobil- 
ized on the Mexican border a year ago, 
the War Department persisted in explain- 
ing to a smiling world that there was no 
significance in the move at all; the troops 
had been sent there merely so that they 
could enjoy themsélves holding manoeéu- 
vres. And this explanation was persisted 
in long after everybody knew that the 
army had been sent there to watch 
Madero’s revolution and to take action 
whenever it became necessary. 

In precisely the same way the two re- 
markable developments of to-day are 
being explained away. Here is the offi- 
cial explanation of the Government's ex- 
traordinary action in sending arms into 
the capital of a friendly nation, to be used 
by our citizens resident there. 


Rifles to be Sold. 


The action taken, it. is. explained, was 
upon répreséhtations niade by Mr. Wilson, 
and do not imply any forbidding state of 
affairs at either the City of Mexico or 
elsewhere in the republic. A year ago, 
when conditions became unsettled, the 
foreigners in ‘the City’ of Mexico, to be 
on the safe side in view of the possibility 
of @ riot breaking’ ollt among the lawless 
element, which, as is well known, is con- 
siderable in the vicinity of the capital, 
held a meeting and organized a council 
of safety. 

The committee appointed asked for arms 
from the Diaz Government, and got them 
for the purpose of self-defense and the 
defense of that part of the city where the 
foreigners reside, where the legations are, 
and where if anywhere a riotous demon- 
stration with the purpose of looting would 
occur. 

Two weeks ago the foreigners in the 
ra’ f of Mexico again held a meeting 
and again took the same steps for pro- 
tection inst the possibility of looting. 
A council of safety, consisting of nine 
well known foreigners, mainly Amer- 
icans, was appointed. When it came to 
getting arms it was found that they 
could not be obtained of the Mexican 
Government, and so the idea of buying

The Krags are to be sold to the me in 
the foreign colony at the City of Mexico 
for $6.25 each, and the ammunition for 
$16 per thousand rounds, The rifles and 
ammunition will be tered at the Port 
of Vera Cruz and shipped by rail to the 
City of Mexico. ge Bigs oer pang will be 
given by orders of t Madero Govern- 
ment to see that the shipment is not cap- 
tured by the insurrectos while bein 
shipped from Vera Cruz to the City o 
Mexico. 

At the State Department to-day it was 
explained ‘that these arms are furnished 
under well-defined instructions to Ambas- 
sador Wilson. They are sent strictly on 
his responsibility. e is to see that they 
are pla only in the hands of the reli- 
able foreigners living in the City of Mex- 
ico, and they must be paid for. They are 
to be used only for the pu es indi- 
cated, the protection of the foreign ele- 
ment when in danger from a mob. They 
cannot be used in any political or inter- 
nal revolutionary Movement. The Am- 
bassador is expected to’ report to the 
State Department the sale of every rifle 
ang the name of the purchaser, with his 
address. 


Secretary Stimson’s Explanation. 

Secretary of War Stimson discussed the 
matter ag a not important incident of 
ordinary War Department routine.

THRRE FIREMEN DIE 


Blaze Which Starts In Theatre 
Destroys Famous Atlantic 
City. Structure.

ROOF FALLS ON’ FIREMEN 


Lack of Water Hampers ‘the Work 
of Fighting the Fiames—Help 
Summoned from Absecon

ATLANTIC CITY, N..J., Saturday, 


March 80.—Three firemen are dead, and 
Young's Pier and Theatre in this city 
have been totally destroyed by a fire 
which started soon after’ midnight this 
morning between the double floors-of one 
of the dressing rooms back of the theatre 
stage. Because of the impossibility “of 
getting the fire apparatus on the pier to 
work, the flames. gained great headway. 
By the time the city firemen arrived ‘all 
the structures on the plier, as well as the 
body of the pier itself, were a mass of 
flames. 

When the city firemen did arrive they 


were greatly handicapped by lack of 
water. It was soon apparent that nothing 
could be done to save the theatre, and 
the firemen turned theif attention to the 
front of the main pier building and 
worked to save that and the stores fac- 
ing the Boardwalk. They also bent their 
efforts towafd preventing the flames 
from attacking Young's, Hotel, which 
stands next-to the main pier building. 

The firemen who were killed had gone 
inside the pier with several lines of hose, 
findifig it impossible to fight the blaze 
from the roof. Spon after they got in- 
side the roof fell-and burled, them. Their 
identity has not ‘yet been discovered. ~ At 
1 o’clock thi smorning the flames were 
still raging and the Fite Chief had serit 
to Absecon for aid in fighting them, There 
was a stiff breeze off,the land which car- 
ried the flames and smoke oceanward. 
This aided the Mremen in keeping the 
blaze from spreading into the thickly 
built up section across the Boardwalk. 

The fire was discovered by the night 
watchman on the pier, and is believed to 
havé been caused by faulty electric 
wiring. The pier, which: has been des- 
troyed, was recently condemned, and was 
goon to havé been supplanted by a new 
structure. 


FREE POLICEMAN’S CAPTIVE. 


Shimp Knocked Down After Arrest- 
ing Hold-Up Man. 


Jacob Goldstein was alone in his rooms 
on the fourth floor of a tenement in 161

“Do that again and you will get these,” 
announced the man who had spoken 
before. 

Goldstein made no outcry until the men 
had rifled his pockets, taking a watch and 
chain, valued at §75, and had hurried 
down the stairway to the third floor. He 
ran to a front window of his flat and 
called for help. His cries were heard by

This had the effect of preventing the bill 
from going to the Senate. 

After this deathblow had been dealt

LONDON, March 29.—The Countess 
of Warwick arrived in London from 
New York this evening. She said the 
reason she quit the United States was 
because the nervous strain of lecturing 
in public wag too much for her. She 
could not stand the traveling, which 4 
Western tour necessitated and her 
manager, aware of this, abandoned the 
tour. She would not lecture in America 
again, but might pay. a private visit. 
There was no truth in the report that 
the illness of her daughter caused her 
to hurry home. In an interview the 
Countess said: ; 

“IT gave eight or nine lectures, but my 
strength would not permit me te.go on, 
I believe the attendance exceeded an- 
ticipations, but if I disappointed the 
people because I did not give my expe- 
riences and reminiscences of English 
society life, I am glad, as I would not 
give my friends away. They must find 
other lecturers for such purposes. 

“When it was proposed that I should 
visit the Western cities I ‘funked’ it. 
I declared I could not go on, and when 
I heard that the Olympic was sailing 
on the 234, I decided to come home. 

“There was no mystery attached to 
my sudden return. My lectures were 
@ great success financially, but travel- 
ing left me absolutely no time for the 
social portion. of my programme. As 
for my manager, he worked like a 
Trojan, poor man. 

“ After all, I only missed a fortnight 
of my tour, but ‘it was not a woman's 
job) There was too much limelight, 
and for a quiet, staid Englishwoman 
the life of a lecturer would be killing. 

“T was asked to talk on the woman 
suffrage question, which is forging 
very much to the front in America, and 
upon Socialism. I realized that I had 
previously decided not.to touch upon 
politics. My lecture on democracy was 
purely historical. 

“At Washington I met President 
Taft, who is a charming man and sure 
to be re-elected to the Presidency. Wo 
had an interesting chat together .on 
various subjects. 

“'Thé industrial situation in America 
is, of course, not so grave’as over here,

“ Everybody was nice to me in Amer- 
ica, and the newspaper men, who 
flocked around me everywhere, were 
always polite and generally put in their 
papers exactly what I said.”’

DISORDER IN THE CAPITAL. 


Suppression of the Heraldo Causes 
Trouble There. 


MEXICO CITY, March 29.,—Manuel Ca- 
lero, Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, commenting to-day on a Washing- 
ton dispatch about the anxiety of the 
State Department concerning . Mexico 
said that he believed Americans wished 
to see the administration of Mexico sus- 
tained in view of the fact that President 
Madero had been elected by the vote of 
the people, if ever a Mexican President 
had been.

ties to withhold the issue of its edition 
this afternoon until it has been inspected. 
Despite this order the Heraldo was print- 


ed at noon and copies of the paper were 


thrown to the street from windows of the 
building and the roof. 


Fifty pie who had been stationed 
in front of the building seized and de- 
strcyed many of the papers, but a large 


number of them nevertheless gained cir- 


culation. Firemen were called out to aid 
the police and panree their hose on hun- 
dreds cf newsboys who were trying to 
gather copies of the Heraldo from the 
sidewalk, The affair created both indig- 
nation and amusement among the large 
crowd that witnessed the attempts of the 
police . to prevent copies of the edition 
of the newspaper getting into circulation. 

During the excitement Ignacio Lara, 
circulation manager of the Heraldo, was 
seized by secret police and gendarmes 
and taken to the police station, Miguel 
Martinez, Lara’s assistant, also was ar- 
rested but was rescued by employes of 
the newspaper after a scuffle with the

The nagging and innuendo of counsel 
which have characterized the trial before 
Supreme Court Justice Dugro, of the sult 
brought by Cornelius J. Sullivan against 
Patrick Ryan for half of his alleged 
$2,000,000 profits: derived from building 
the Manhattan Brifige, came to a ¢limax 
ing physical encounter in the court room 
yesterday. 

Max D. Steuer, counsel for Mr, Sulli- 
van, was asking Mr. Ryan who was on 
the stand, about some entries in the 
ledger.of the Ryan-Parker Construction 
Company. A dispute arose as to who 
had the books last and Mr. Steuer, turn- 
ing. to J. B. Wait, the attorney of record 
for Mr. Ryan, said: 

“Perhaps that man, who has been ma-

Mr. Wait, who was sitting directly 
under Supreme Court Justice Dugro, 
turned livid and, leaning over toward 
Mr. Steuer, cried:

Then, 
without releasing his hold, he picked the 
opposing lawyer up again, and began 
pummeling him.

Cromer Keeps Silent About Wife's 


Alienation. Suit Against the 
Complainant. 


ACCUSED HIM OF STEALING 


Judge Investigates After Caterer’s 
Conviction and Then Sus- 
pends Sentence. 


Charles J. Cromer, a. caterer, of 677 
Beck Street, the Bronx, came near going 
to Sing Sing for a lorig prison term yes- 
terday because he preferred to Keep silent 
about his friendship with a woman on 
whose complaint he was convicted of 


grand larceny -before Justice Crane in the ; 


Supreme Court, Brooklyn. 

Cromer, a caterer at Sea Gate, was ac- 
cused by Mrs. Lola Ingram of keeping 
$135. which she had given to him when he 
asked her to change two,bills, amounting 
to $150, which he did nut give to her. 

Mrs. Ingram did not bring a complaint 
against. Cromer until’ two months after 
the transaction. At his trial all he would 
say in his own defense was that he did 
not. steal the money, and that it was 
loaned to him by Mrs. Ingram.” Justice 
Crane learned that the wife of Cromer had 
started an alienation suit against Mrs. 
Ingram for $15,000 damages at least thirty 
days before the larceny charge was made 
against him. 

Justice Crane, in suspending sentence 
at the request of Mr. Ingram, said: 

“You took a long chance on going to 
prison by your silence. I think that the 


jury’s verdict would not have beer for 
conviction if they had learned all the 
facts in the case. Your friendship with 
this woman has got you into trouble.” 

Cromer and his- wife left the Court 
House together apparently happy.

DANIELS TO SWIM AGAIN. 


Olympic Champion to Prepare Him- 
self for Relay Event at Stockholm. 
Charles M. Daniels, the Olympic cham- 
pion swimmer, may become a member of 
the team which will strive for aquatic 
honors under the American shield at 
Stockholm this Summer. He is said to 
have recorisidered his refusal to train for 
the swimming events, and will prepare 
himself for the team relay, wherein his 
wonderful prowess will be of great assist- 
ance to. the other members of the four 
which among others will probably consist 
of McGillivray and Reilly, with the other 
man still to prove his quality. 
The,performances of American athletes 
for swimming honors have not been up to 
the standard, and the situation is rather 
in a mixed state. By becoming a member 
of thé relay team, which he can possibly 
make’'without- much endeavor, Daniels 
will take no chancés on his individual 
reputation: ;

Horine has developed eas a high 
jumper, with wonderful performances, 
since e was first heard of at the 
Portola Exposition in San Francisco, 
Oct. 22, 1909, when he was second at 
his favorite game to Taylor, who did 
6 feet 9% inches. His three best re- 
corded performances last year were 6 
feet in the dual games between Stan- 
ford and the Olympic Club, 6 feet 4 
inches when he represented his univer- 
sity against the University of Southern 
California, April 1, and 6 feet 3 inches 
two.weeks later, when he and Edward 
Beeson tied at that height in the games 
between Stanford and the University of 
California. 

When he returned from an extended 
trip through the West last week Gus- 
tavus T. Kirby, President of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union, in commenting upon 
the material of the. Pacific Coast, 
picked Horine as the high jumper of 
that section most likely to te found in 
the competitive forces of the coming 
Olympic team, and, with his great 
jumping of yesterday, his position 
seems assured.

NEEDLESS ALARM ABOUT MEXICO. 

All the reports we are getting from 
Mexico are untrustworthy... The great 
victories of Orozco’s so-called army 
are unlikely, as comparatively few of 
his men are armed. Gen. Vriuas has 
again been captured by Orozco and 
again put to death, but we fancy that 
we shall soon hear of him at the head 
of his forces. Definite assurance is 
yconveyed in the dispatches that Gen. 
AUBERT, MapgeRo’sCommander in Chief, 
has been killed by a bomb and that he 
is alive and in command of the troops. 
There ig no doubt, however, that great 
confusion prevails throughout the re- 
public, that dispatches from the capi- 
tal are strictly. censored, and that for- 
eign residents are uneasy. 

Arms have been sent to Mexico City 
for American residents to use for self- 
protection, if mecessary. If Zapata, 
the seemingly unconquerable bandit, 
should invade tlie capital it might be 
needful for able-bodied Americans to 
use Trifles. In Mexico they have been 
jestingly dubbing Zapata “the man 
about town,” as he has so frequently 
been reported as near the city from 
every point of the compass. Because 
the American merchants in Mexico are 
to have means to protect themselves in 
case their homes are attacked it does 
not follow that the Madero adminis- 
tration is actually tottering. Toddling 
is the better word. It is an infant ad- 
ministration, which has, thus far, been 
badly nourished. The sending of arms 
to our fellow-citizens does not signify, 
of course, that intervention is immi- 
nent. The German residents of the 
Mexican capital have arms, too, but 
there is no talk of intervention by the 
German Government. Meanwhile the 
American consignment of rifles will not 
reach Mexico for a week yet, and the 
residents are likely to get along very 
well without them.

There can 
bé, however, no intelligent criticism § of 
Sir Wrttr1aMm’s - plan until its details 
have been revealed. We hear from him 
of extracting gas from coal in retorts, 
and using the gas at the pit mouth to run 
dynamos, That cans be .done easily 
enough, but it would not eliminate the 
miner, and apparently it would turn a lot 
of men into underground workers who are 
now more pleasantly employed—a change 
not obviously for the better. 

There is no intention, as we understand 
it. to set the coal afire where it lies, but 
simply to save raising it to the surface, 
and to distribute to consumers electricity 
instead of coal. Literally as well as meta- 
phorically that would be the lighting of 
many candles and they would indeed burn 
long.

With a feminine ter~ 
mination, too, it remains intrinsically un- 
objectionable—as. unobjectionable as are 
the words of like formation which are 
not rare in English and abound in all the 
Continental languages. 

After this and much more has been said, 
however, thé fact would remain that the 
people to whom these words are applica- 
ble do not like them, that persistence in 
their use tends to perpetuate and to in- 
crease racial frictions and animosities, 
and that etymological innocence is. among 
the least effectual influences in determin- 
ing any of us to view am epithet or ap- 
Pellation with favor. “Colored man” is 
not as specific as “* negro,"’ for it does not 
distinguish between the scores of races 
that are not white, but in thig country it 
has the same meaning except that it-im- 
plies a considerateness that will be wel- 
comed and appreciated, while ‘“ negro”

THE BLIND COMMISSION. 


Matilda Ziegler Manager, Says 
Would Not Duplicate Work. 


To the Bditor of The Now York Times: 

A number of blind people and friends of the 
blind have asked me. to reply to your editorial 
in your issue of March 25, in which you oppose 
the establishing of a State commission for the 
blind, on the ground that it would duplicate 
the work of the New York Association for the 
Blind of this. city. 

This bill, which has passed the Legislature 
and only awaits the Governor's signature to 
become 4 law, provides for the appointing by 
the Governor of a commission of five, (one of 
whom shall be blind,) whose duty it shall be to 
look after improving the condition of the blind 
of the State. The bill provides that none of the 
Commissioners shall receive a ary, but ap- 
propriates $25,000 a year for the expenses of its 
work, in endeavoring to find out various. lines 
of work in. which the blind can engage; ih 
teaching blind individuals certain lines of work 
to which they are fitted; in buying raw mate- 
Tial, such as chair cane, broom corn, yarns and 
zephyrs for knitting, &c., ‘at wholesale 
rates and supplying them to the blind through- 
out the State at cost, and In various other ways 
to help the blind according to their needa and 
capacities. 

Your objection to the passage of the méasurs 
is because it would in @ way duplicate the 
work of the New York Association for the 
Blind of this city. Such is not the case-by any 
means, for the commission would have all it 
could do in looking after the thousands of 
cases needing attentfon that are not now 
reached by the New York Association for the 
Blind. : 

When that association was formed six years 
ago there were a number. of good works for the 
blind in existence. No one of them objected to 
the New York Association coming ‘Into ‘the 
work. There are nearly seven thousand blind 
in the State, about three thousand of ‘whom 
are in New York City. The New York Associa- 
tion for the Blind does not do anything for the 
blind of the State outside of the city, and is 
able to do and does but little for but compara- 
tively few of the blind of New York City. It 
has in its workshop for girls on Fifty-ninth 
Street, I understand, sometimes as high as 
eighteen girls at ‘work, but mot one-half of 
these earn a living wage, the most of the tum- 
ber/only earning $1, $2, and $3’ week. There 
are hundreds of blind girls in’ the city who 
would like to get work there or elsewhere. _At 
our office we give work to ten blind girls for 
part of the month, to whom we pay $1.25 a 
day, and there are hundreds of. other’ blind 
girls who would like to come to our office and 
assist in this work if we had the work for 
them. 

This magazine ie & monthly publcation 
maintained wholly by Mrs, William Ziegler of 
this city, going*free each morith to every. blind 
person in the United States and Canada ‘who 
can read. Mrs. Ziegler has spent about $125,000 
on this work since the megazine wag started 
five years ago. The New York Association has 
recently started @ publication for blind children, 
but instead of feeling that it duplicates our 
work, just the. reverse is the case, for if there 
were twenty times the literature published for 
the blind three would: not be enough to satisty 
their cravings for reading matter. -

Call Money Rises to 3 Per Cent. 
Partly on Account of Preparations 
for April T Disbursements. 


trading on the Stock Exchange yesterday 
helped to emphasize the uncertainty in 
the minds of traders and of many out- 
side participants in the recent activity, re- 
garding the ability of the market to ab- 
sorb at this™level all the stock which is. 
being called out by the large profits which 
80 many issues have shown on purchases 
made during recent weeks. There were 
again ind‘cations of efforts to discourage 
@ spread of the selling movement, such, 
for instance, as the stfarp advances es- 
tablished in a number of stocks right 
at the opéning. And es a whole. the 
day’s record was one of considerable 
irregularity, though final prices for the 
active stocks in more cases than not 
disclosed net gains. United States Steel 
suffered a ,small. net loss, and its 
lesser buoyancy than that shown by a 
number of other stocks in thé afternoon 
recovery served to augment the. uncer- 
tainty which was felt regarding the im- 
mediate position of the market. It was 
rather questions connected with the par- 
ticular positiqn of the market which gave 
point to the increased irregularity of mar- 
ket sentiment than any actual develop- 
ments making for lower prices. 

As a matter of fact the news of the day 
was not unfavorable. The offer of the 
bituminous ‘coal miners revising their 
earlier demands seemed to hold out the 
Phope of an agreement being reached 
which would avoid a strike, and it was 
clear from the day’s advices from Hng- 
land that the chances were hourly in- 
creasing for a speedy reopening df the 
coal mines there. Nothing developed to 
suggest that a strike at the anthracite 
mines in this country would be avoided, 
but the expectation persisted that the 
struggle will not be prolonged.- A rise in 
Call money rates to 8 per cent: »would 
more properly be included among the 
favorable rather than among the un- 
favorable features of the day’s develop- 
ments, for despite the small advance 
which has taken place in.interest rates 
the condition of the money market is 
still one of much ease. Firmer -money 
under existing conditions is a welcome 
sign of growing trade requirements. The 
picture of the general business situation 

rawn by the commercial agencies in 
their weekly reviews is in nearly all re- 
spects highly satisfactory, for although 
the clouded labor tituation and backward 
Weather in some sections have proved re- 
tarding fMmfluences the growth in hope- 
fulness appears ‘to be widespread. Not- 
withstanding increased activity in some 
lines of manufacture, stocks of merchan- 
dise in‘first hands as well as in the hands 
of dealers seem to show but little in- 
crease. It is reasonable to expect, there- 
fore, that if present promises are ful- 
filled the manufacturers of all classes of 
material will speedily feel the increased 
demands, which will come with growth 
in» business confidence. 

The advance in call money was in part 
due to yesterday being the jast day of 
preparation for the April 1 disbursements, 
and in part to the loss fin cash which the 
estimates of the currency movements in- 
dicate the banks have. suffered this 
week. Thus another reduction in the 
surplus reserve of the banks is suggested, 
but New York’s present exceptional posi- 
tion in the world’s money markets makes 
the current surplus showing of. the New 
York banks a less decisive indication than 
usual of the real monetary situation at 
this centrée>

Montana’s Water Power. 


Copper and electrical’ men prédict. that 
it will not be many, years before all of 
the transcontinental lines displace their 
steam locomotives for electric service in 
getting over the Western mountain 
ranges. The Great Northern has been 
getting very satisfactory results from its 
change in motive power in the Cascades, 
and the St. Paul fs eaid to be contem- 
plating the electrification of that part of 
the Puget Sound Line lying among the 
Rockies. The Great Falls Power Com- 
pany; which has just sold $5,000,000 of 
first mortgage bonds, ts believed to have 
counted upon the ultimate elecfrification 
of the Rocky Mountain divisions. of the 
Puget Sound and the Hill lines when it 
began the development of its big power 
project on the Missouri River. The 
mines at Butte and Anaconda have been 
using power from this source, although 
the current has to be carried more than 
150 miles.

Railroads’ Steel Holdings. 


A story has been revived at Philadelphia 
to the effect that the Pennsylvania Raill- 
road and the Reading Company are pre- 
paring to close out their interest in two 
independent steel companies. The Penn- 
sylvania has stock control of the Cam- 
bria Steel Company, and with the Read- 
ing it owns the Pennsylvania Steel Com- 
pany. These manufacturing companies 
were acquired after the formation,of the 
Steel Corporation for the protection of the 
railways. ‘With the close supervision on 
rates thé enforcement of the law against 
rebates and the growing unpopularity of 
outside ‘interests among the transporta- 
tion companies: there appears to be no 
longer any necessity for the roads to re- 
tain their control over the independent 
steel companies, and they are reported to 
be ready to turn their stock into cash for 
use along transportation lines. Moreover, 
it is suggested that the Federal author- 
ities would be pleased to learn that the 
carriers have disposed of their. interest 
in the manufacturing companies, which 
might be construed’ as a violation of the 
commodities clause of the Hepburn law.

Heavy Gains in Bank Clearings. 

Only one of the country’s money cen- 
tres—Kansas City—shows a/falling off 
in bank clearings this week by compari- 
son with 1911, and only that city, Cleve- 
land, and Minneapolis by comparison with 
the same week of 1910, according to the 
statistics compiled by Dun’s Review. The 
total clearings all over the country ag- 
gregate $2,853,082,480, which represents 
the remarkable gain of 23.9 per cent. 
over last year. It is true that at this 
time last year business was lagging; but 
that the current figures are really favor- 
able is indicated by the gain they show 
of 12.8 per cent. over 1910, when business 
had not yet begun to recede. Much of 
the gain, of course, is due to the more 
active market in Wall Street, but that a 
substantial share é6f the improvements in 
the figures represents the business of 
the country at large is indicated by the 
12.4 per cent. gain over 1911 and the 8.1 
per cent. gain over 1910 in the cities 
outside of New York.

APPEAL UP NEXT WEEK 


if Court ‘Dismisses Habeas Corpus justi 
Writ, Brandt Wil! Be Returned to 
Prison—Now Living In Flushing. 


If by any chance Foulke E. Brandt, who 
robbed Mortimer L. Schiff, his former 
employer, five years ag, should be re- 
leased from the prison term to which he 
was. sentenced, he may be indicted for 
perjury. It was learned yesterday that 
his statement before the Grand Jury @ 
few weeks ago differed in many important 
particulars from the statement he made 
to Judge Rosalsky when he was arraigned 
in the Court of General Sessions in 1907, 
after he had: confessed his guilt. When 
he was questioned by the court prior to 
his sentence.to.thirty years’ imprisonment 
he declared that he had entered Mr. 
Schiff’s house on the night of the burg- 
lary and assault through various doors 
leading into the servants’ quarters, all of 
which were open, notwithstanding the 
fact that it was cold weather, and so 
made his way upstairs to Mr. Schiff's 
dressing room on the third floor through 
other doors, none of which was locked. 
Someé years later, while he was a con- 
vict in Dannemora Prison, Brandt wrote 
two letters, one to Gov. Dix) ask for 
clemency, and another to United tes 
Senator Nelson asking the Senator to 
intercede for him... These two communi- 
cations were compared recently and found 
to be alike in every particular. In these 
statements Brandt squarel ees 
the story he told to Judge Rosalsky. 
said nothi about open doors in inane 
dut told of having entered the house 
through the front door by means of a key 
that was given to him.

Just completed its inauiey, 
Brandt eudees closely the statements 
made in his communications to Gov.’ Dix 
and to Senator Nelson.

He mentioned no 
names when he testified before the Grand 
Jury recently and this was put out by 
those backing him-as reflecting cavoratey 
on the convict’s character.

“Perjury could be proved by the fact 
that the convict told many contradictory 
stories, by the impossibility of his show- 
ing that any key whatever had been 
given him, and by the theft of the two 
stickpins, which would disclose an object 
for eloniously entering the house.’ 
The appeal of District Attorney Hogue 
of Clinton County from the decision of 
Supreme Court Justice Gerard, releasing 
Brandt from prison on a writ of habeas 
corpus, will be argued next week. This 
action will precede that taken by At- 
torney General Carmody. If the Hogue 
appeal is granted and the decision of 
Justice Gerard is overruled, Brandt will 
be taken back to Dannemora to serve 
out his term. 

It was pointed out yesterday that the 
case could be taken to the Court of Ap- 
eals, which would act as a stay, and 
rom this court it could be carried to 
the United States Supreme Court. To do 
this would consume about a year and 
would cost some $5,000. Those who have 
followed the case closely af that Dis- 
trict Attorney Hogue will undoubtedly be 
permitted to take Brandt if Justice 
Gerard’s decision releasing him on a 
writ of habeas corpus is reversed.
